On page 5, Applicant argues with respect to claim 5 in essence: 

"Material is cited within the reference that suggests that the reference can operate in an SIMD mode or an MIMD mode. However, neither 
mode provides any intelligence about whether or not each of the processors has its own instruction set. A common instruction set can be 
used by all the processors and one can still be in the SIMD mode or equally well in the MIMD mode. ... There is no reason to divine from 
either SIMD operations or MIMD operations that groups of parallel processors have different instruction sets." 

However, claim 5 states that "each of said processors have their own instruction sets." It appears that Applicant is improperly interpreting 
this to mean that each processor has a different, or unique, instruction set, as compared to the other processors. The claim merely 
requires that each processor processes a set of instructions, the instruction sets do not necessarily need to be different for each 
processor. Since each processor of Balmer processes a set of its own instructions, then Balmer reads on claim 5. Therefore this 
argument is moot. 
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
